MINUTES  OF  SETTLEMENT 

The  Complainant,  Respondents  and  the  Ontario  Human 
Rights  Commission  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Parties") 
by  their  solicitors  do  hereby  agree  that  the  within  complaint 
will  be  settled  as  follows: 

1.  The  Complainant  will  discontinue  the  within 
complaint  (TE-7876)  as  against  the  Respondents  and  will 
provide  a  release  with  respect  to  matters  arising  out  of 
the  complaint  and  any  and  all  liability  therefrom  in  a 
form  satisfactory  to  the  Respondents'  solicitors. 

2.  The  Respondents  agree  to  pay  to  the  Complainant 
or  his  solicitor,  Robert  Kellerman,  In  trust,  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  forthwith. 

3.  The  Respondents  agree: 

(a)  To  advise  the  Complainant  and  the  Ontario 
Human  Rights  Commission  of  the  next  vacancy 
in  the  subject  premises  situate  at  432 
Parliament  Street,  Toronto. 

(b)  To  provide  the  Complainant  or  his  designee 
the  first  opportunity  to  rent  the  said 
premises  on  condition  that  the  Complainant 

or  his  designee  meet  reasonable  qualifications 
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to  pay  the  required  rent. 

(c)  In  the  event  that  the  Complainant  or  his 
designee  does  not  become  a  tenant  as  above, 
the  Respondents  agree  to  advertise  the 
vacancy  in  Contrast  or  a  successor  or  compar- 
able publication  until  the  vacancy  Is  filled 
and  to  advise  the  Ontario  Human  Rights 
Commission  of  the  date  of  the  advertisements. 

(d)  The  Respondents  agree  to  provide  the  notice 
referred  to  In  paragraph  3(a)  to  Mr.  Marshall 
and  his  solicitor  and  the  Ontario  Human 
Rights  Commission  at  the  last  known  addresses 
of  the  parties  as  of  February  11th,  1985,  or 
as  notified  by  the  parties. 

(e)  Mr.  Marshall  or  his  designee  will  be  deemed 
not  to  be  applicants  or  prospective  tenants 
for  the  subject  premises  after  the  expiry 
of  five  business  days  from  the  delivery  of 
the  notice  of  vacancy  on  the  Ontario  Human 
Rights  Commission  and  the  Complainant  or  his 
solicitor,  Robert  Kelleraan. 

(f)  The  Respondents  agree  that  all  applicants 
or  prospective  tenants  for  the  next  and  any 
other  vacancies  will  be  considered  In  a  manner 
consistent  with  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Code. 

(g)  The  Respondents  will  provide  a  list  of  appll- 
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I  Milt  tt  fur  (ho  n«Nt  VACAncy  and  further 
p/trtlculars  if  requested  to  thr  Ontario  llumfin 
Rights  Commission  to  ensure  compliance  with 
the  Minutes  of  Settlement. 

A.  Nothing  in  this  agreement  shall  put  the  Respondents 

in  the  position  of  contravening  the  Landlord  and  Tenant  Act 
R.S.O.   1980,  C.  232. 

5.  The  agreement  set  out  in  paragraph  3  save  for  sub- 
paragraph (f)  shall  continue  in  force  until  February  11th, 
1987,  or  until  rented  to  the  Complainant  or  his  designee 
whichever  occurs  earlier. 

6.  This  agreement  does  not  bind  the  Respondents, 
their  successors  or  assigns,  or  estate  or  estates. 

7.  The  parties  agree  that  this  settlement  is  made 
without  prejudice.     It  is  not  deemed  to  be  an  admission  by 
the  Respondents  of  any  contravention  of  the  Ontario  Human 
Rights  Code.
